Roback Speaks On 
inferiority Complex 

"Our Fcelins* Of Inferior- 
ity" Is Subject Of Noted 
Psychologist 

ToniEht in the Salle Dorce of the 
Mount Royal Hotel Dr. Boback wU! 
r;i e a lecture on "Our Feelings of In- 
iiT.ar;:y". Dr. Roback, who graduated 
i;om I.IcGUl before the War and won 
tlie Prince of "Wales Medal in Mental 
iin3 Moral Ph'.losophy, is "now an Ex- 
•tns on Lecturer for the State of 
MssFachu.sseti.'î. 

Author of numerous books on the 
subject of personality, he has spent 
most of his academic career ia this 
Ktudy of the psychologj' of personality. 
I; Is reponed that he Is work'ng at 
•,ic prt-senl t'me on a treatise on the 

.'• k of Morton Prince.

Art Influenced By Racial 
Temperament And Kn- 
t^ironmfinl — Many 
SUdrf Shotrn 

WrrUE roîalioii of Art to the 
physical environnvsnt" was 
stressed last night by Dr. 
Bridges in an illustrated lecture 
under the topic "Ancient Pe- 
ruvian Civilizations." 

Dr. Bridges began with the 
first waves of immigration 

through Alaska In'^'ho Amerlo.is sonic 
10.(XX1 >t«r8 ago. !.. 1 trnceJ their later 
cultural proRTess, "In Southern U. S. 
and Mcxicov," he raid, "the RaIubilou.>> 
climate, evhuberant vegetation anit 
animal life gt-eatly Increased the size 
of the tril>es. 

The inhabitants of Central Amorlcji 
>al this time were nt the Nomadic Cul- 
tural Level." Dr. Bridges briefly de- 
scribed their clvlllTatlon. 

Sacerdotal Cta^s Arises 

"Later," he continued, "There arose 
a sacerdotal class, and an established 
s>stcm of religion." In this way the 
race entered the second, or .\rcli.iii' 
Cultural Level and it was at about 
this time that the tribes further migrât- 
ed into Sduth America. 

Dr. Bridges pointed out the directions 
the various tribes took, going on to 
describe the chlllzation of the Tia- 
huanncp t,-ibe which dwelt between 
.Vrgentina and Peru. With many slides 
he showed ejiamples ot their pottery 
and woven work. Tlahuanaco is situat- 
ed high above sea level and It pracllc.il- 
ly never rains here, so that articles 
taken from tombs are generally in an 
excellent state of preservation. 
Affected by Oeography 

The art of the people of Tinhuanaco 
seems to be greatly affected by the 
countri' In which they lived. The fig- 
ures on the pottery, and those embroi- 
dered on the woven-work ere of a 
geometrical regularity, characterised by 
rectaaglea and some curves. They 
lack the hunaan touch, but they agree 
with the temperament of the people, 
who w-ere logical, hard, unlmaginatiTe, 
and had a rlgprouB . Justice. 

Dr. Bridges spoke of the govern- 
ment of these people. They had a sort 
of Bociallstlc state where the indivi- 
dual stood for little but was entitled to 
work or maintenance. 

The speaker then went on to describe 
the cJ\illzation of the Chimu people 
living on the coast farther North. The 
CbimuE were more Individualistic, and 
had more imagination. When their 
culture reached a high state of develop- 
ment the influence of the Southern 
people showed la their art work, then 
it disappeared, but at a much later 
date the Incas conquered them and 
founded their Empire. 

There is a great deal of beautiful 
colouring in the work of the people of 
the coast, and the figures are more real, 
because of their sensuous temperament 
and the colourful country In which they 
Uved.

Talk Given On The 
Mines Of Canada 

Speaker Outiiuee Role Of 
Engineer In Expansioa 
Of Mineral Production 

"The Minerals of Canada" waa the 
subject of an address delivered yester- 
day afternoon by Mr. Carlyle, secretary 
of the Instilule of Canadian Mining ami 
Mciallurfc'icttl Knglneere, in the ccture 
theatre of the Kufe'inte/ iiii; bui.'jKig be- 
fore a group of interested engineering 
students. 

Mr. Carlyle divided all minerals into 

three groups, namely the Melalic min- 
erals, the minerals which are usod for 
fuels, anO tlit iiiilusirial uilneralo, wjjich 
are those niineriLlt wliicii art non-meUllc 
and whlcii are not used as fuels, eucli 
as asbestos, graphite and silicon. These 
arc present in all forms in Canada's 
mineral resources. The speaker pointed 
out very briefly tlic imiyjrtance of the 
jnininu indu.'jiiy to Canada of which 
I every '>nadliai is aware of. 

Mr. Carlyle then traced the develop- 
ment of mlnos In Western Canada and 
the vital par^ which the Ingenuity and 
foreslKht of mining engineers played In 
tli<: oi<uiiiiiK uu ijf now niljiliig artaii, 
and hi;m:fc of new hyurcea of weullh ami 
employ ineiii. Coiiiincntlnn on Uila the 
Bpwtkcr declarud, "ii really succcaaful 
ungincor must not only ho the muster 
of tcchiiolciglcal problems but must he 
competent to dojl '.vllh iir^y problems 
whirl) \» liable to crop up."

studenta with firsthand information on 
topics which present serious problems 
in the world In which they live, the So- 
cial Problems Club have secured Mr. 
Alex. Gault to address Its next meeUng 
at 8 p.m. In Strathcona Hall. Mr. Gault 
who Is ono ot Canada's veteran Tnde 
Union offlc ala will address' the mecfng 
on "The Lowl.f-Grecn .Struggle In 
American Trade Unionism, and how It 
affects Canada." 

The dispute between William Green, 
president of the American Federation 
ot Labour, and John L. Lewis, presi- 
dent of The United Mine Workers of 
America and head of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization, Is one between 
two basic systems of trade union or- 
ganization, namely the craft unions ani 
industrial organtiatlons^'.^Thla dispute 
between these two forms ot organiza- 
tion has been going on for , over a year 
and Is now reaching a climax at tht' 
American Federation of Labour conven- 
tion which is now In progress. 

Mr. Gault Is at .iresent a delegate to 
the Trades and Labour Council of 
Montreal, a part ot the Canadian 
Trades and Labour Congress which has 
a membership ot 100,000 and Is an af- 
filiate of the Aijierifiin Federation of 
Labour, and his remarks will thus be 
based on the most reliable information 
drawn from his cxi)crlence and partici- 
pation , In the trade union movement. 
Me will discuss the Importance of the 
present convention to Cnnadians and 
Jic lilstory and the Klgnltlcancu o£ the 
dlaputu.

The symposium was part ot a plan 
for the organization of a. Lcogue "of 
Civil Liberties similar lo that In Great 
nrltttiil, and a number of McGlll Pro- 
fessors, IncludlnB I'rofe.nsor.i ynrRty 
and Nond. Tlio nieetiiii; wa.i held un- 
<lcr tho joint chairmanshlp of th« Hon. 
E. Fobro Surveyor and Miss Catherine 
Mackenzie. 

Louis Filch BcbIi»» 

Louis Fitch, K.C., led the symposium 
with a discussion ot tho "Tra/lltlon of 
Democracy and F.cedom In Britain." 
ISdward Laplorrc spoke on the same 
tradition In France, emphasizing the 
Catholic point ot view. W. D. Light- 
'.lall, ex-mayor ot Weslmount, dealt 
with "Our RcBponslblllty for Demo- 
cracy and Freedom In Canada," while 
n. I. Calder, K.C, explained the posi- 
tion ot French Canada. 

Louis Fitch, a noted Jewish member 
ot the Montreal Bar, declared that 
bcmoc.acy Is not merely a form ot 
government, but In this country a form 
of society. It Is so much a part ot our 
being that Its salient pointa come In- 
distinguishable. The inspired utterances 
of a century ago now seem the merest 
platitudes. But the rise of communist 
and fascist dicla'.orahlpa in Europe,-and 
the shadows ot the approach of fascism 
al home, make self analysis upon the 
subject imperative, with a view to re- 
newing our understanding ot this vital 
subject. 

In the first place. Democracy is not 
an institution peculiar lo the BriUsh 
people, "but an universal idea. Its ori- 
gins, evolution, and present realities 
appear differently in different coun- 
tries. The characteristics which make 
Knglishmen Enslishinen, Frenchmen 
Frenchmen, and German Aryans, pro- 
duce diffejent ospects ot democracy. 
Many people have consequently claimed 
that the apparently transient demo- 
cracies ot the last century were more 
movements for national independence 
than true democracies. 

SlupiilKy and Itccr 

When in England medievalism and 
obscurantism deiiarted said -Mr. Fitch, 
thero appeared an obvious desire on the 
part of the English people to obtain 
f.eedom ot religion and In the economic 
aspects ot society. Englishmen have 
always hesltoted to put their democratic 
principles Into some sounding general- 
ity, and havo been content to blunder 
through to world supromacy by follow- 
ing an unwritten tradition. 

Rut as some Frenchman said, "Stu- 
pidity may be an English national trait, 
hut It must not bo abused." In France 
ilernocracy was a sot ot general prlncl- 
pks fiiniiulated by doctrinuires. In 
I'inKlaiiil pret'CiUMit and liislory were the 
«uiiiing po.sta (if iluiiuKTucy. EuBlaiul 
was able to approach every problem as 
It arose quietly and practically. Today 
wncn democracy has been allackod In 
uvury other country. It stands firm in 
ICnisland.

through Alaska In'^'ho Anterlcts some 
lO.tXH) years apro, u. 1 traced their later 
cultural progress, "in Southern XJ. S. 
and Mexico," he .'■.ii.l. "the snl\ibrlous 
climate, exhwberant vegrctation and 
animal life greatly Increased the size 
of the tribes'. 

The Inhabitants ot Central Amorlcji 
•at this time w-cre «1 the Nomadic Cul- 
tural Level." Dr. Brldifos briefly de- 
scribed their clvlll7atlon. 

SacettloUl Class Arises 

"L*ter," he continued, "Tltere «rose 
A sacerdotal class, and an established 
system of rellplon." In this way the 
mce entered the second, or Aroli.ilo 
Cultural Level, and It w.-xs nl about 
this time that the tribes further migrat- 
ed into Sduth America. 

Dr. Bridges pointed out the directions 
the various tribes took, golnB on to 
describe the cl\1llza.tion of the Tla- 
hunn.ico t.'-lbe which dwelt between 
.\rffentina and Peru. With many slides 
he showed examples ot their potterj- 
and woven work. Tlahuanaco Is situat- 
ed high above sea level and It practical- 
ly never rains here, so tJiat article.^ 
taken from tombs arc generally In an 
excellent state of preservation. 
.Affected by Ceographr 

The art of the people of Tlahuanaco 
seems to be freatly affected by the 
country- in which they lived. The fig- 
ures on the pottery, and those embroi- 
dered on the woven- work are of a 
geometrical regularity, characterised by 
rectangles and some curves. They 
lack the human touch, but they agree 
with the temperament of the people, 
who were logical, hard, unimaginative, 
and had a rigorous justice. 

Dr. Bridges spoke ot thft govern- 
ment of these people. They had a sort 
of BociallsUc state where the indivi- 
dual stood for little but was entitled to 
work or maintenance. 

The speaker then went on to describe 
the cirtUiaOon of the Chimu people 
living on the coast farther North. The 
ChimuE were more Individualistic, and 
had more imagination. When their 
culture reached a high state of develop- 
ment the Influence ot the Southern 
people showed In their art work, then 
it disappeared, but at a much later 
date the Incas conquered them and 
founded their Empire. 

There is a great deal of beautiful 
colouring in the work of the people of 
the coast, and the figures are more real, 
because of their sensuous temperament 
and the colourful country in which they 
Uved.

Speaker Outlines Role Of 
Engineer In Expansioni 
Of Mineral Production 

"The Minerals of Canada" was the 
subject of an address delivered yester- 
day afternoon by Mr. Carlyle, secretary 
ot the Institute of Canadian Mining and 
.Metalluriflcal Knglneers, In th« ecture 
itieaiit of the Kiigineei irjg buUdiiiK be- 
fore a group of Intx/resled engineering 
students. 

Mr. Carlyle divided all minerals into 
three groupn, narntly the Metallc min- 
erals, the minerals which are used for 
fuelti, and tlie induttriul minerais, wjji'.'h 
are those minerals wlilcii are non-mttallc 
and which are not used as fuels, eucli 
as asbestos, graphite and silicon. These 
are present In all forms in Canada's 
mineral resources. The speaker pointed 
out vi.ry briefly tlie Importance of the 
mlni'iff iiidu-siiy to CanujJa of whieh 
every Cnnadliin it iiware of. 

Mr. Carlyle then traced the develop- 
ment of mines in Western Canada and 
tlie vital part which the Ingenuity and 
foresight of mining engineers played in 
tin: opL-nlnK up of new mlnlnK areaii, 
and lii;in:c of new houroea of wealth ami 
cQiploymeiil. ComintnliiJt; on thia the 
speaker declared, "a. really succeadful 
unglncor must not only bo the master 
of techiiologlcoJ problems but must be 
coropoteiil to deal ■.villi ariy problems 
wliii h IB liable to crop up."

Tho symposium was part ot n plan 
for lhe> organization ot a League of 
Civil Liberties similar to that In Great 
Drltalri, and a number of McGIII Pro- 
fessors, Inchnllng rrofDssor.i Forsey 
and Nond. Tho meeting was held un- 
der the Joint clmlrmanshlp of llui Hon. 
E. Fabro Survoyer and Miss Catherine 
Mackenzie. 

I.oiiU Filch Hrnlns 

Louis Fitch, K.C., led tho symposium 
with a discussion ot the "Trwlltlon of 
Democracy and F.eedom in Britain." 
liidward Laplerre spoke on the same 
tradition In France, emphasizing the 
Catholic point ot view. W. D. Light- 
hall, ex-mayor ot Wcstmounl, dealt 
with "Our Responsibility for Demo- 
cracy and Freedom In Canada," while 
n. 1. Calder, K.C, explained the posi- 
tion ot French Canada. 

Louis Fitch, a noted Jewish member 
of the Montreal Bar, declared that 
Democ.acy Is not merely a form of 
government, but in this country a form 
of society. It Is ao much a part of our 
being that Its salient points com* In- 
distinguishable. The Inspired utterances 
of a century ago now seem the merest 
platitudes. But the rise of communist 
and fascist dictatorships in Europe, and 
the shadows of tho approach of fascism 
at home, make self analysis upon the 
subject Imperative, with a view to re- 
newing our understanding of this vital 
subject. 

In tho first place. Democracy Is not 
an institution peculiar to the British 
people, but an universal idea. Its ori- 
gins, evolution, and present realities 
appear dltterenlly In different coun- 
tries. The characteristics which make 
Englishmen Englishmen, Frenchmen 
Frenchmen, and German Aryans, pro- 
duce diffeient "ospects of democracy. 
Many people have consequently claimed 
that tho apparently transient demo- 
cracies of the la.sl century wcro more 
movements for national independence 
than true democracies. 

Stupidity ami Uecr 
When In England medievalism and 
obscurantism departed said Mr. Fitch, 
there appeared an obviou.s desire on the 
part ot tho Knyii-sh people to obtain 
t.ccdom ot religion and In the economic 
aspects ot society. Englishmen have 
nlwoys hesitated to put their democratic 
principles Into some sounding general- 
ity, and havo been content to. blunder 
throiiRh to world supremacy by follow- 
ing an unwrllteu tradition. 

nut as some Fronchumn said, "Stu- 
pidity may bo an English national tiiiit, 
but It must not bo abused." In I'Vance 
democracy was a set of general piincl- 
pleM forinuliitiil l.y dintrinaires. In 
lOngliuui prei eiliMit ami history were the 
glilillim po-ila of iliiiuHiiii-'y. lOiiBlaiul 
was able to approach every problem ius 
It arose quietly ond practically. Toiluy 
wnen democracy has been attacked in 
every olher country. It stands firm in 
lilnghind. 

It niiisl alao I'oufessod, concluded 
the speaker, thai the ulcohollo stimu- 
lant customary In lOnglund Is not con- 
ducive to violent democracy. It waJ 
In a French wine shop that Camille 
Desmuullns roused the people to attack

The Late John 
McNaiighton 

(Contributed) 

T^EWS of the tragic death of John ilc- 
■'^ Naughton in a climbing accident ne.ir 
Montreux in Switzerland has come as a 
,verk great shock to his friends both at 
^IcGiil .ir.d in many other parts of Canada 
and abroad. 

I first met John McXaughton at the 
annuaJ conference of International Stu- 
dent Servie.' ir. T'^.e conference was 
housed, for five days, in the Benedictine 
Monastery at Ettal (Germany), ringed 
round with towering, pine-clad ridges of 
the Bavari.nn Alp?. In our discussions on 
naticnal-iocialist Germany, in rambles 
over mountain trails where we picked wild 
flowers or feasted on wild strawberries 
together, Ave talked of many aspects of a 
changing international situation and their 
reactions on our own country When the 
conference was transferred from Ger- 
many (we had heard the late Ernst Rohm 
and our mutual friend the late Friedrich 
Bsck among the speakers) to Switzerland, 
v:z enjoyed a whole long day of motoring 
throLi;jh tiie natchle.'JS .scenery of the Aus- 
trip.n Tyrol. Later in the evening we came 
to rest in the Grisons country, and w^-e 
quartered in the k^isematte of an aban- 
doned fortrcî.^ which had been thrown 
across the narrow valley. In this atmos- 
phere we lived for another five days. We 
to'j]d walk about literally with our feet 
on the ground and our heads in the 
clouds, drifting clouds that swept through 
the pass and left the landscape clean and 
fresh afterwar'].?. More than once to- 
gether v.c walked down the hill — about 
three IciJometers — so that we could post 
letter.s in ih(^ tiny principality of Lie- 
chenstein. More than one evening we 
Kpent. propped up on camp beds, battered 
t.y]><.'v.-ritt'rs on our ro.-^p'iclive knees, 
drafting plans for impioving student pub- 
lications and increasing exchanges of uni- 
versity news among European countries. 
Journalism to John McNaughton was a 
callit:;,' that dcr.nandf/J tlie very best of all 
liif; vijij'ular resource.-; of knowledge and 
thinking and planning. J have never had 
a friend in whom ] mon^ admired an alert- 
ness on every nfjyficA of a changing world 
situation and n determination to make his 
wrili.'i;' and thinking count for .son)' thing i 
in tiie relentless process of pul^Hc i-filighl^ 
flnment and understanding. JJi^ brought 
to hi.<i work a trained mind and a large ap- 
preciation of some of the perjjlexities that 
.(Confronted university peoj>le of Id,* own 
^ — and my and our — age; and underneath 
it all was a rieli. bubbling found of quiet 
hurnor which made his friendship, for me 
4it Jea.st, almost unique and never-failing.

Thti Critic and Ilis Functions 

'rpnE critic 1» probably the lessl known and most 
abused of tho motley crew that make up an ar- 
tistic pcrformnnco. Of course, every man In a 
sfn.sc, his own critic, but I am rcfcrrlnK In this art- 
icle to tho person who sees fit to deliver himself of 
a written opinion on a work of art, Iho opinion being 
read by a number of people who tnk^ It wltl» or with- 
out salt, depending on whether they think they know 
more than tho critic or not. 

The critic .■>.•> such la really an esienlial lo n. oom- 
plcta artistic event (using the word in its philusophi- 
cal sense) despite what many say to tho contrary. 
The primary elements in .m artistic .«vent are tho 
object (the poem, statue, symphony, etc.) and the 
subject (the person affected by the object). There 
are, however, a number oC secondary cJcmenls, whiclj 
I need not all be present, but which are nearly always 
to be observed. Examples of such secondary cJcmcnts 
are the composer (!), the audience (as a mass), the 
critic, and the medium (physical, not spiritual). 

The critic occupies a place between the audience, 
coniiidered as the ensemble of persons being subr 
jected to the artistic event, and the whole event. Ho 
acts, not only as interpreter of the event .to the aud- 
ience, but also as a sort of soundins-board for tho 
audienço's fc-clinss and rcictlona to tho work. The 
interpretation of the work calls for a certain higher 
knowledge of the specific subject than that prevail- 
ing among the members of the audience,' yet at the 
same time his function as a sounding board calls for 
u mentality. Just about on a par with that of the 
audience. 

Ajiother delightful funcUoti of tlie critic Is to tell 
the performer (who in the case of visual art Is con- 
tained in the person of the composer) what Is v.'tong 
with the performance. Now this Is by no means thd 
chifcfest of the critic's functions, but unfortunately 
certain critics seem to regard it as their boundcn 
duty to take to task on every conceivable point tho 
exponents of the artistic work or idea. This one 
faHing on the part of crlUcs generally has alone led 
;o TDorc movements for their suppression than any 
twenty others combined. 

.Vnutticr peculiar thing about critics is that they 
very, very rarely are capable of producing anything 
like a respectable work of art Ibemsolvcs. I'robably 
the only two exceptions in our time are Ht. John 
Krvine and Deems Taylor. The classical critics of 
the nineteenth century arc completely forgotten Have 
by tho researchers Into polemical literature of the doy 
and It Is only Just and meut that it should be so.

THE SOCIAL ART 

Have you ever tried to make conversation? It Js probably tha mott 
Jifticult, and certainly tho most discouraging, of all activities. It degtroys 
one's ndoleBccnt faith In the attractiveness of humanity; it sows seeds of 
ilisillualonmcnt. 

Convortiatlon is man's greatest social .ichlevement. To chat is amus- 
ing; to argue is mental sport; to confide and to receive confidences is 
tho greatest height to which words can rise. Beyond that is a planu v/here 
language falls and only silence is expressive. Such pinnacles are reached 
only too Infrequently. 

But there is «ie silence which is the antithesis of this— it marks the 
incommunicablllty of persons. This is the strained silence, which em- 
barrasses, which weighs hcaylly upon, the mind. This is the silence which 
Inspires attempts to make Wversatlon. 

Such attempts are more often futile than fruitful. One usually bat-
